UJith  the  currently  vital  topic  of  "Resolved:  That  the  United 
States  should  maintain  a  policy  of  strict  military  and  economic 
isolation  towards  all  nations  outside  the  western  hemisphere  en- 
gaged in  armed  civil  or  international  conflict,"  Lake  Forest  de- 
baters have  again  come  through  another  highly  successful  season. 
In  the  senior  competition  at  Whitewater,  Lake  Forest  won  the 
Governor  Heil  Trophy  by  winning  all  eight  of  its  debates.

With  both  men's  and  women's  teams  at  Stevens  Point,  Wis- 
consin, each  team  lost  one  debate,  winning  12  out  of  16  for 
seconds  in  both  divisions.
